The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1: Lines 8-9 call gathering information content in accordance with the work 
request, although previous portions of claim do not state that the work request has instructions 
that require gathering information. Lines 12-13 call for transmitting the work request regarding 
at least a portion of the information. It is not clear whether all or part of the work request is 
being transmitted. 

Claim 11: Lines 7-8 call for an information content gathering module that gathers 
information content in accordance with the work request, although the work request is not 
previously defined as requiring the gathering of information. Lines 13-14 call for a work request 
transmitting module that transmits the work request regarding a portion of the information 
content. It is not clear whether all or part of the work request is being transmitted. 

Claim 21: Lines 9-10 and 13-14 contain the same issues as described with respect to 
claim 1 . 

Claim 3 1 : Lines 12-13 and 18-19 contain the same issues as described with respect to 
claim 1 . 

Claims 1-44 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
